Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-12 are allowed. Foregoing claims are allowable since the prior art of 
record does not teach the claimed low-pressure mercury vapor discharge lamp 
comprising a light-transmitting discharge vessel enclosing, a discharge space provided 
with a filling of mercury and a rare gas, discharge means for maintaining a discharge in 
the discharge space, an inner wall of the discharge vessel provided with a protective 
layer, a luminescent layer comprising a luminescent material and inorganic softening 
particles with a softening point above 450°C and the size of the softening particles being 
in the range from 0.01 to iO urn.
